Museum reaches out to community; 
students enjoy Indian re-enactments

Chesapeake may have been 
named for our Native Americans 
ancestors, but most of the tribes 
lived in and around Virginia Beach. 

Anna Gay, one of the parttcpuits 
in the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum's Outreach I^t>gnun, pro- 
vided a grs^hic presentation of 
Ch&sapcake Indian life to fourth 
graders at C(Kporale Middle School 
just bef(Me Thanksgiving. 

She has been performing at the 
museum's Indian displays for the 
past Ave years. While the mu- 
seum's new outreach prngnaa is es- 
pecially designed for third and 
fourth grade students studying 
Native American ot Virginia Beach 
history, it can be adapted to any 
grade level. The program is spon- 
sored jointly by the Virginia 
Science Museum and the city's his- 
toric Francis Land House. 

Gay used hands-on demrastra- 
tions to describe the fishing, hunt- 
ing and daily life skiUs needed by 
the tribe that lived in the city's 
Great Neck area over 400 years ago. 

"The Chesapeake Indians were 
among the migrating tribes who 
traveled across the great kmd-bridge 
from Siberia to North America. 
While K)me Indians remained in 
what is now the United States, (Mh- 



ers traveled south to Mexico anu 
South America. Those who re- 
turned, brought with them com, 
Mexican Turkeys, and potatoes 
fpcmi Peru," she explained. 

Those Indians who would settle 
in and around the Tidewater area 
remained here because of the great 
variety (tf seafood. 

Accwding to Gay, archaeok>gi^ 
have detonuned foqun^^J^iKid 
in local neighborhoods that the 
Chesqieake Indians lived in "long 
houses" which accommodated sev- 
eral extraded families and were ar- 
ranged in large circles for protec- 
tion. 

"These homes, like many of their 
toob and weqxxis were made firnn 
the sq)lings and leeds found near 
the water. Hie Indians would plant 
saplings close together and then tie 
their top Ranches together to fona 
a roof." 

The reed walls were simply lifted 
in the summer to {Hovide neural air 
coi^itioning. 

Local archaeological digs have 
givm us a look into the Indian's 
daily life. F(»' instance, the burned 
logs used for cocking and warmth 
changed the clay's color, indkating 
that the Indians had used firq)laces. 
Gay explained. Arrow heads and 
otter tools made with deer mtlers 
and IxMies indicated that the Indians 



u^ hoes, rakes, and a form of 
"spear shooter" to obtain food. 

"Their most ingenious invention, 
however, may have been their fish 
trap called a "Weeir." This cone 
shaped basket made of grape vines 
(ff soft reeds was fashioned with a 
large opening at one end and a 
cinched, smaller opening at the 
other. The fish would swim into 
the snare, and because of its struc- 
ture, would not have c»iough room 
to turn, and this would remain 
trapped." 

The Indians used whatever was 
available in order to improve their 
lives. Hollowed stumps were em- 
ployed for grinding com, sea shells 
served as qxxms, hoes and cutting 
utensils, and cat tails were used in 
baking, making weapons, and ewea 
providing batting for baby diapers. 

"C(mi and clams were boiled in 
deer skin using a f(»ked l»anch and 
heated rocks. Artifacts indkaie that 
hygiene was also impwtant to the 
Indians. They used pine straw fa 
hair brushes and brocxns, sassafras 
root for tooth brushes, and sharp- 
ened clam shells for shaving," Gay 



Sewer for Sandbridge? 
Project is back on track 



City Council 
still uncertain 
of approval

The Sandbridge sewer project is 
back in the six-year Capital 
Improvement Program — but sev- 
eral councilmembers withheld sp- 
proval because of the uncolainty 
about the route the sewer line wiU 
take. 

Although Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf voted for apiffoval of a 
first- year appropriation of 
$1,930,000 for tiie $16.8 million 
project, she would prefer, along 
with three councilmembers who 
voted againA the s^pptopnadoa, to 
restrict the service to the existing 
homeowners in Sandbridge. One 
way to do this would be to take the 
line through the naval installation 
at Dam Neck. 

The city, howevo-, also is study- 
ing a route along Sandbridge Road 
from Lago Mar which, the Dam 
Neck route supporters say, will en- 
courage growth along Sandbridge 
Road. 

Councilmembo' Rcbett K. Dean, 
who voted against the ordinance. 



asked Utilities Director Clarence 
Wamstaff to investigate a cost-par- 
ticipation {sopam with the Navy. 
He said that D^un Neck lines are at 
capacity and any expansion at the 
base would require expanding the 
sew«' service. He said that the city 
needs to explore all possibilities. 

But, Dean isn't taking any 
chances. He has set up a meeting 
with the commanding officer at 
Dam Neck, and Councilmembers 
Nancy Parker and John D. Moss,

When die smoke cleared, die bat- 
tle was over. With dieir numbers 
steadily declining, traditimalists, 
loyal to their once {Mtnid, popular 
hobby, had yielded.

"The transitioi from LP to com- 
pact disc is all but complete," 
lamented Barry Freedman, who, 
along widi his brodiers Bob and 
Bryan, own Birdland R«:<vds and 
Tapes, in Virginia Be«:h. 

"We hated to see tiw album go, 
but we welcome die CD b»:ause it 
brought customers back in the 
store," Freedman said. "It's a new 
toy."

carries all genres of music. Asked 
how the music business is faring 
today. Fr^dman explaii^ "Widi 
dte (mci of MTV, diere is a new, 
younger ami hij^o' awUence tint is 



no longer dependent on radio to hear 
music. Now diey can see it on 
TV" 

Cta die subject of CDs, Freedman 
spoke of its advantages. "Most 
important is its durability. If it's 
not abused, a CD will last indefi- 
nitely. Second, those familiar 
uuies diat you once enjoyed are not 
going to just fade away. The CD 
market has created a new opportu- 
nity for record companies to go 
back into their vaults and reissue 
old music diat hiul been unavailable 
for a long time." 

Don Womack, a Chesa- 
peake native who now resides in 
Virginia Beach, has one of ihe^ 
largest album collectimis in Hamp- 
ton R(»ds. While he will only say 
'hundreds' when asked how many 
records he has, Womack rccenUy 
macte d» transition to com{»ct disc. 
'CDs lack tiie warmdi of al- 
bums. In particular, the album 
co>w art vrark las aiffered. A kM ctf 
tuna k was die pack^^ng diat scM 
an aOwn, but wi^ the reduce aze 
of Uk deagn m a disc, diat mar- 
keting tool is lost itow. 

'On die up si(te, CDs are miK;h 
mnepcMable. You cm take dwm 
in ycMur cv. and even to work. 
Reoml albums can only be used at 
hOTie. Plus, altams we too awk- 
ward to carry. Try picking up M 
reovdx, dten compare it to tiie 
«^t rfa case widi » CDs."

Wonack went on to say diat a 
lot of p^^le are mtsinfonn^ about 
the performasce of comi»M;t discs.

Womack emphasized the advan- 
tage of storing far more program- 
ming on a CD than on album.

If all that information was 
put on a cassette, it would streteh 
the tape so thin that some ma- 
chine would break die tape." 

Wayne Cooke, owner of

his vinyl sales are improving.

"The real injustice is die cost to 
manufacture a CD. I've heani it's as 
low as 96 cents, or as high as 
$1.50— and tiicy sell diem for $15. 
But die music industry doesn't want 
you to know that." 

Ernest and Shirley Borges 
are die owners of Broadway Records 
on George Washington Highway in 
Portsmoudi. Ernest offered tips on 
maintenance for an album coUo;- 
tion. 

"If you're looking to buy a new, 
<s second, turntable, you can still 
get a pretty good direct drive for 
about $120. Try to purchase one 
diat. if die needle becomes defec- 
tive, you need to replace only the 
stylus, and not die whole cartridge. 

"For your r«:ords, wash them if 
diey need to be cleaned. Just use 
regular dish soap, rinse, and ^nd 
die re(X}rd up in the dish rack. Afta 
it drips a few seconds, i»it it dry 
with a paper towel. It'll remove dirt 
from the grooves, but (chuckling) 
not your scratehes." 

In ^ite of the consumer's ^noral 
Kceptance of CDs, ami its high» 
price tag, there will still be some 
music affectionados who refuse to 
ciMtoan. 

"A lot of times we're %Uiiif 
memories, iK>t just vinyl," CtxAe 
remintted, describing die service his 
Store offers. "1 like to think that 
we're preserving a littfe pie» (tf 
hisiwy."

The nation 
grows weary as aii increasing pocentage of our popa- 
lalion accepts handouts. How can self-respect and an 
appreciation of traditional Amoican values of self-re- 
liance survive in a give away society? 

South Central Los Angeles too vividly reminds us 
that racism continues to haunt America. Instead of 
walking hand-in-hand, black and white, as Dr. King 
urged, African-Americans and European-Americans 
prefer to use those hands to pulverize one another. 

We lock ourselves in our homes and cars, effec- 
tively surrendering the streets of America to the crim- 
inals — too frequently 1 1 year okis, mote powof ully 
armed thai our police.

Anger and frustration lead to demands for 
change. The irony? Only duough educatkni can we ef- 
fectively resolve our problems.

Many questtons have beoi raised 
cofK:eniing what was r^t and what 
was wrong in both winning elections 
and winning 
Congressional 
votes this fall 
Is it right to 
payapofsonto 
vote a certain 
way? Or not to 
vote at all? 

We the 
People gener- 
ally apiHDve of 
soliciting votes 
if it is done 
fairly.

of obtaining support. 

Evenincolonialdays.itwasagainst 
the law to provide liquid "tidders" to 
the voters. Yet. our revered firsti»esi- 
dent, George Washington, reverted 
to this custom in order to win his first 
election — as a number of the House 
of Bur^sses, 

You see, he had already lost two 
elections. So, in 1758, at the age of 
26, he plied the freeholders of 
Frederick County with 160 gallons 
of various liquors. This ploy wwked, 
and he received 310 votes out of the 
355 who voted, defeating three op- 
ponents. 

In addition to providing the liquid 
"incentives," he hired a team of cam- 
paign managers. Washington's letter 
of thanks to these early "consultants" 
include the line, "I hope no exception 
was taken to any that voted against 
me ... and that all had enough." 

If my math is conea, each vote 
cost a minimum of two gallons. 

The Commonwealth of Virginia 
long ago closed its ABC stores on 
election day. But, apparently no leg- 
islation has been passed to prevent 
money from "walking around." Af- 
tCT the GOP won the New Jersey 
gubernatorial race, their political 
consultant, Ed Rollins, bn^ged that 
such money was paid to suppress the 
black vote. 

After a storm of protest, Rollins 
retracted this self-<^tnietive boast 
In a deposition, under oath, Rollins 
said he was trying to put one over on 
the Democratic conmltant, James 
Carville, whose candidate lost. One 
might think theconsultants were run- 
ning against each other. 

Larry Sabato of the University of 
Virginia has documented the role and 
rise of the political consultant for a 
decade and a half, and is quoted in 
Newsweek (Nov. 29, 1993). 

"They've become full-fledged ce- 
lebrities. It's totaUy out of hand. Their 
egos — and the media's willingness 
to feed them — now overshadow 
issues and candidates and parties." 
President Bill Clinton has his po- 
litical consultants, and according to 
columnist Anthony Lewis, "has 
showed he could wwk the political 
system to ovocome the odds and win 
a traigh one." But it seems ircmic that 
in order to win passage of the N(»th 
American Free Trade Agreement, 
Clinton bought votes with tariff 
Iseaks and protection of sugar, pea- 
nuts, wine and who knows what

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'Green' neighborhoods rewarded for their efforts

Imagine green vistas spreading 
out from your front door. The smell 
of pine and otho- fragrant trees fills 
the air, and, evoy spring your yard 
is awash in colw from beautiful 
blooming boshes and flowers. 

Sounds wraidarfiil, docm't it? To 
oijoy such perfection, you probably 
think you have to live in the 
county. 

Think again. This scene could be 
your own mighborhood through the 
help of the Virginia Green Com- 
munity Award Program, a new ef- 
fort by the Virginia Department of 
Forestry (VDOF) to encourage ur- 
ban settings just as beautiful as ru- 
ral settings. 

"The program is relatively new. 
We've only had it about three 
years." Bill Roesch, VDOF foresto- 
for Chesapeake and Portsmouth, 
explained. 

The Virginia Green Community 
Award was designed to recognize 
communities which effectively 
manage trees to protect and improve 
the overall aesthetics, environmen- 
tal quality and health of community 
forests. 

Communities throughout the 
state are encouraged to aj^ly for the 
award. Qualifying communities 
have an active homeowners associa- 
tion or similar organization con- 
cerned about the protection and im- 
provement of the trees in their sub- 
division, planned urban develop- 
ment, neighborhood or industrial or 
business park. 

One Hampton Roads community 
has already garnered the award. With 
its scenic urban forests, hiking trail 
and other wooded areas, the Chesa- 
peake subdivision of River Walk is 
almost like "counOy in the city." 

The idea of the Virginia Green 
Community is similar to the na- 
tional Tree City USA program, in 
which a city can apply to the Na- 
tional Arbor Day Foundation. 

"The Virginia Green Community 
is the same thing, except on a 
smaller scale," Roesch said. 

Although the reasons behind the 
Virginia Green Community are no- 
ble, the new program has been slow 
to catch on. 

"We haven't had a lot of interest 
or publicity about the program un- 
til this year," Roesch said. 

"I'm not sure why, but finally 
we've had a lot of interest in com- 
munity management plans. That's 
part of the program. 

"In order for a community to be 



recognized, they have to have a 
mffiiagement program — what kind 
of trees they're going to plant, how 
they'll maintain them, that kind of 
thing. It's a long range goal oi what 
their community will look Uke." 

Citing River Walk as an exam- 
ple, Roesch pulled out a binder sM 
map illustrating the hard time, or- 
^nization and hard wwk it takes to 
get a Virginia Gr^n Community 
on track. 

"VDOF can put it together for 
them, (H* a cnnmunity can hire a 
Uatdacapex, arborist or even a Mas- 
ter Gardener (available through the 
Coq;)erative Extension Department) 
if they have time," he continued. 

Planning for the River Walk 
community was a time-consuming 
task, Roesch noted, but the efforts

paid off. He was even recognized by 
the state for his exceptional man- 
agement plan. 

"River Walk is so unique because 
about 90 acres have been left as 
marsh, woodlands and a hardwood 
preserve. Those areas will never be 
devdoped. 

"You have this forested feel to 
the community. They've got a hik- 
ing trail and there are plans for an 
island out there to be left undevel- 
oped — the perfect place for a little 
picnic area. The wooded areas that 
serve as buffers also blend the 
whole community together," 
Roesch said. 

Residents whole-heartedly sup- 
port the program. On a leisurely 
stroll down River Walk's hiking 
trail with her son recentiy, resident 
Libby Carmichael exclaimed, "We

wanted trees! Thai's why we moved 
out here. We're still in the city — 
but we have trees, lots of them!" 

Additionally, when becoming a 
Green Community, a neighborhood 
will see results of its work more 
quickly with a strategic plan than 
without one. 

"We try to make it a woikable 
plan, with results in three to five 
years," said Dave Spicer, forester 
for Virginia Beach and Norfolk. 
"Yes, it does take future planning, 
but you see the results faster than 
you would in a rural setting, where 
it might take 50 to 75 years." 

Areas in the developing stages of 
attaining Green Community status 
include East Ocean View in Nor- 
folk, the Peachtree community in 
the Churchland area of Portsmouth 
and GreenlMiar in Oiesapeske. 

Looking at the benefits of 
being a Virginia Green Commu- 
nity, Roesch listed some of the rea- 
sons why neighl)orhoods might 
consider joining the program: 

■ Well-planned and managed 
communities can provide many 
benefits for the residents, while 
poorly-managed community forests 
can be unsightly and costly.

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"People are more willing to pay 
money for a nice forested lot than 
one right out in die open," Roesch 
noted. 

■ Trees in urban and suburban 
neighborhoods provide shade and 
beauty, provide cover for small an- 
imals and birds, as well as filter and 
purify Uk air. 

■ Communities with well- 
planned forestry programs, tree- 
lined streets and park-like common 
areas are thought to be more stable 
and desirable places to live. 

Roesch said even if neighbor- 
hoods aren't interested in winning 
the Virginia Green Community 
Award, tiiey may still be part of die 
program and benefit from its re- 
wards. 

In fact, he is eager to write more 
plans. 

"They don't necessarily have to 
apply for the award, but they can 



seek our help with a plan. I really 
would like to see more management 
plans written." 

On a personal note, Roesch said 
residents should also realize why 
becoming involved in urban 
forestry is so important. 

"The way development is going 
in Virginia, we're losing Uwusands 
of acres each year of forest land to 
urban encroachment 

"One of the things we can do to 
help mitigate some of that loss is 
to maintain our urban forests as 
healdiy as possible and do a good 
job of protecting trees during con- 
struction. And besides, trees are 
pretty, too."

Beautify your 
yard, landscape 
with state trees

Is your front yard a little too 
bare for your taste? Do you 
yearn fa the good, green smell 
of trees even though you are an 
urban dwello? 

If so. the Vii^ia Departmoit 
of Forestry (VDOT) ha; just the 
solution for you. 

Forget spending loads of 
money on landscaping and at 
expensive nurseries. You can 
turn your yard a any barren lot 
into practically a foest with a 
litUe hard wc^ and very littie 
moiey. 

This fall, VDOF published its 
first tree seedling catalog for 
state landowners. The catalog, 
Virginia Trees for Virginia 
Forests, includes more than 50 
species of seedlings grown at 
one of the three state State 
Forestry Centers. 

Covering more than 1,200 
acres, the nurseries produce 
more than 55 million seedlings 
annually. 

"Basically, the department has 
been selling seedlings as long as 
we've been around," said Bill 
Roesch, forester for die Chesa- 
peake office, which serves Vir- 
ginia Beach, Portsmoutii, Nor- 
folk and Chesapeake. 

VDOF has been in the 
seedling production business for 
77 years. With this experience 
in mind, local foresters are 
available to answer questions 
and make recommendations as 
to which trees will be best for 
your soil conditions. 

"Most of the trees are used for 
reforestation, so the majority of 
trees we grow are loblolly 
pines, which would be used on 
sites tiiat have been harvested. 

"In this area, loblolly pines 
would be the kind you'd plant 
most. What we're trying to do

The 
latter are products of foreign schools a, have never 
been in school. Yet, die students and teachers of to- 
day's publk schocds are branded with failure. 

The naysayers of publk education are misguided. In 
most instances, their critkism serves only as a means 
for masking the true ills confronting our society. 
Diversionary attacks against our public schoob alkw 
our leaders to escape accountability. Coistructive 
change is delayed. By using education as a scapegoat, 
diey have, in essence, shifted all of our mistakes and 
problem onto die shoulders of our kindergaten chil- 
dren.

"I saw the commercial on televi- 
sion," Judi Allison, publisher of 
Cat Pause and Dog Tales said. "I 
was quite impressed. It sounded like 
it might very well be just what the 
doctor ordoed." 

Allison, who publishes a 
monthly newspaper devoted to pets 
and animal care, was speaking 
about Sierra antifreeze, also called 
"safety freeze," because of its non- 
toxic propylene glycol base. 

Conventional antifreeze which 
contains ethylene glycol can be 
deadly to a curious dog or cat. 

In 1989 a couple in Tapillon, 
Neb. wrote to Warren Distributors, 
a parent company of Safe Brands 
Corp., adcing them to add a bitter- 
ing agent to antifreeze to keep ani- 
mals from ingesting it. 

According to Mike Thomas, as- 
sistant to the vice president of Safe 
Brands Corp., the president of 
Warren Distributors was so moved 
by the letter he began searching for 
a safe antifreeze. 

Sierra antifreeze works as well as 
the conventional antifreeze accord- 
ing to William Conger, head of the 
department of chemical engineering 
at Virginia Tech. 



"The boiling point and freezing 
point of propylene glycol are very 
similar to ethylene glycol's boiling 
and freezing points. A slightly 
stronger mixture of propylene gly- 
col makes it as good as conven- 
tional antifreeze," he said. 

Although propylene glycol is 
classified as "generally recognized 
as safe" by the United States Food 
and Drug Administration and is an 
ingredient in many consumer prod- 
ucts, it could harm someone if they 
drank enough of it. Thomas rec- 
ommen(ted that consumers store and 
handle the antifreeze properly. 

Finding Sierra antifreeze 
may present more of a problem for 
safety-minded consumers. 

"We're not carrying it all," Dave 
Detwiler of Great Bridge Napa said. 
"We stock other antifreeze, but not 
that one." Detwiler explained that 
although he has heard of the an- 
tifreeze it is not yet available 
through Napa auto parts distribu- 
tors. 

"We are checking into it to see if 
we can get it into our stores." Curt 
Parsons of Twin "B" in Portsmouth 
said. "New products are uaially hard 
to get hold of . . . just the fact that 
it is a new product on the maricet 



makes the demand high." 

Parsons said that his store did not 
receive any advance information re- 
garding the new antifreeze. "The 
first time I saw the ads was on 
TV." Parsons stated. "The way ev- 
erybody's pushing better cnviion- 
ment and everything I think it's go- 
ing to be a good product." 

Pep Boys in all cities carries 
Sierra antifreeze. On Lynnhaven 
Parkway in Virginia Beach, sales- 
man James Smith pointed out two 
displays of Sierra antifreeze. 

Assistant manager Sam Shannon 
said that many consumers are not 
aware that Sierra antifreeze is made 
from a safer formula. 

"We sell more of the Prestone," 
he said. "If we can tell people about 
it they will usually buy it" 

Smith said that in spite of not re- 
ceiving any advance information re- 
garding the antifreeze the product is 
selling well. 

"No one is asking for it by name 
yet." he said. "But we are selling 
three to four cases per week. This is 
much more than I expected." 

Allison expects the product to 
sell very well. "I think the idea of it 
is fantastic." she said. "Anything 
that's environmentally positive is 
all right in <my bode." ■ , . ~

The seedling sides and catalog 
also tk in with the department's 
effwts to get citizens involved 
in environmiental plans for their 
communities. 

"These seedlings are available, 
and you can use them for 
wildlife plantings and tie in 
with stewardship plans and 
management plans on rural 
lands. They can also be used for 
landscaping for homeowners,"

"It's not just segregating us from 
non-smokers," Fuller fumed. 
"Lynnhaven Mall is saying that 
that's so many non-smokers in the 
world that they don't need our 
money." 

This is exactly the type of com- 
ment that Lynnhaven Mall 
Marketing Director Tammy Dodson 
was hoping to avoid. 

"We cannot walk away from the 
facts about Mcmd hand smoke," 
Dodson said. "We did two different 
surveys this past year. From the 
two surveys 97 percent of the pra- 
ple who responded sak! they wouU 
not mind if the mall went smoke 
free." 

Dodson {^ rqxvted tfiat in addi- 
tion to the survey, direct(» fuidier 
polled shoppers to find out Uie 
length oi time of a shoaling trip. 
The average tiioppet qiends just "70 
minutes in the mall, according to 
the survey results. 

"We felt UI» 70 minutes was not 



on unreasonable anwunt of time to 
refrain from smoking," Dodson 
said.

City Council says OK 
to higher gas taxation

City Council is sending the 
message to the General Assembly 
that it is not opposed to increasing 
the Slate's gasoline sales tax. 

In a resolution adopted last week 
by a unanimous vote (Council- 
member James W. Brazier Jr. was 
absent), council opposed a seven- 
cent tax increase with five cents a 
gallon dedicated for statewide 
distribution and two cents per 
gallon returned to the localities for 
local transportation uses. 

The Hampton Roads Planning 
District Commission (HRPDC) has 
included a recommendation for the 
tax in its 1994 legislative package. 

The city's opposition to the tax 
is based on the distribution of the 
road money. Councilmember Louis 
R. Jones said that at first he was 
going to support the tax as a start 
for funding the city's roadways, 
"but since the state's allocation 
formula may mean a $3- or $4- 
million loss for the beach," Jones 
aid, he didn't think he could "trust 
the Virginia Department of 
Tranqx»tation to treat us fairly." 



Lou Pace, resident of Hunt Club 
Forest, said that he had a real 
problem with a non-elected body 
(the HRSDC), recommending how 
to raise taxes. 

Seven members of council serve 
on the commission and 
Councilmember Nancy Parker said 
they voted against the tax at the 
commission level, also. 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
commented that now is not the 
time the General Assembly will be 
acting on gas taxes. 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne said that he would like 
the General Assembly to offer a 
more equitable distribution formula. 

Mayor Mcyera Obcmdorf said 
that the area has never been treated 
fairly. She said that Stanley 
Walker, delegate to the General 
Assembly, said that the seven<ent 
increase will never pass. She added 
that it is foolish to take the money 
from our pockets to go to Northon 
Virginia. 

Councilmember Robert K. Dean 
said that he did not want any new 
taxes.

Moss's majcff concern during the 
budget process was the use of the 
city's general obligation bonds — 
bond that the city is empowered to 
issue without a referendum. Moss's 
contention is that charter bonds 
should be used f(x schools and pro- 
jects like the Virginia Marine 
'Science Museum, rather th^ the 
West Neck Creek Golf Course and 
the resort parking loL 

Consequently council adopted by 
a vole of 10-0 the budget drawn up 
after the Nov. 9 reconciliation ses- 
sion with amendments addressing

Bright, who planted the flrst of 
his trees seven years ago, quickly 
learned the customers had mcve to 
offer than the money they paid for 
the trees, and an empty space wime 
his trees are planted They gave him 
a sense of pleasure in Christmas 
that Bright says cannot be pur- 
chased. 



"I had a 4-year-old come up to me 
a few days after his family had 
brought him out to buy a tree," 
Bright said. "He ran up to me and 
said, 'We never had a beautiful tree 
like that before.' Things like that 
make it all worthwhile." 

Bright's farm is located in the 
Creeds section of Virginia Beach. 
His is one of several Chrisunas tree 
farms in the Pungo-Creeds area.

Council says no to requests 
for library policy review 



Questions arose 
after youth 
checked out 
explicit book

The city's lawmakers have re- 
fused to ^od die Public Library 
Board to review its policy of pro- 
viding unrestricted access to aU li- 
brary materials to all regardless of 
age.

"The Magic of Sex" after a visit to 
die Bookmobile. The book con- 
tained explicit grai^ics and matoial 
which the mother thought were un- 
suitable for die child. She com- 
plained to die lilHary. j> 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lantdgne had proposed a resolution 
which would have requested the 
Board to review and re-evaluate the 
library's policy of unrestricted ac- 
cess, but managed to get the sup- 
port of only two other council 
memtiers - Linwood Branch and 
James W. Brazier, Jr.

During discussion of the resolu- 
tion, Lou Pace of Hunt Club For- 
est, who opposed die resolution, 
accused Brazier of trying to embar- 
rass him.

Pace said diat 
die resolution said nothing about a 
particular hcxk, misleading die citi- 
zens.

Lanieigne maintained he hal no 
intention of removing books from 
die library, but only to allow par- 
rats to be more involved in their 
chikben's seJectirai of reading mate- 
rial.

Legacy of Pearl Haibor 

EDITOR'S NOTE: On Tuesday the thoughts of all Ame- 
ricans turned to the events of 52 yean ago — the Japanese att- 
jack on Pearl Harbot. 

Ralph Bennett, a senior su^wrUer for Readers Digest, 
captured the impact Pearl Harbor had on the world of five 
decades ago and still has today in this reflection penned two 
years ago. The thoughts are just as pertlnem today. 

Remember Peari Harbor? There is im> wty to forget it The 
Japanese attack on the U.S. Pacific fleet, December 7, 1941, 
was one of the most profound examples of otter surprise in 
military history. It was also one of the great raritks of human 
existence — a moment when an entire people witrwss a turning 
point, both as individuals and as a niuion. 

All Americans tl«n living and old enough to reason remem- 
bered where they were when they heard the news and marked 
their days in some way before and after Peari Harbor. 

In the time a Naval oifuxr might have taken tt> eat a leisurely 
breakfast, 2,403 American soldien, sailors, airmen. Marines 
and civilians were killed or missing, 1,178 wounded; 18 war- 
ships were sunk or damaged. By the time our paiticipatiofi in 
Work! War n emJed, the United States had put 16 million men 
and wcrnien under anns, suffer«l toott than 405,000 of them 
to die and mme than 671,000 to endure wounds. 

Remember Pearl Harbw? We must not forget it. The gen- 
erations that dkl not live through it are, whetfier diey know it or 
not, the beneficiaries of its great lessons. The greatest lesson 
involves all the c(»nplexities entailed in the wOTd vigilance. 
Those complexities distill into two words — possibility and 
probability. 

The tragic fact is, even those who considered a Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor possible did not think it probable. They 
ipiored (or were ignwant of) Japan's sheer military capability, 
and they ignored an enduring lesson of military history: what 
an enemy is capable of doing he may well do. 

We are now emerging into the dawn from a long night of 
struggle — a wearying, extraordinarily costly, sometimes 
inaddening struggle — with the Soviet Empire, one of the 
post oppnssivc in world histcny. We are witiwssing the col- 
lapse (k that enqrire, and it is in every sense a victory for the 
frceworkL 

Behind diat triumph, Irarely noticed, are the lessons of Pearl 
Harbor. The leaders of the West, ami particularly the United 
States, who have struggled in the cause of freedcnn throughout 
the postwar years learned never to discount the immense 
military capability of the foe and the possibility diat it might 
somehow, someday, be onployed. 

Even when some ridiculed their "Cold War mentalities" and 
{neached that the use of siH;h power was highly improbable, 
those who remembered die lessons of Pearl Harbor stood fast, 
remained vigilant, kept mir defenses stnmg. 

Remember Pearl Harbor? Yes. Any real Ympt of a peaceful 
world dc^nands it

In the past two 
years, we have cut our wata con- 
sumption by more than one-million- 
gallons-a-day on an annual avnage. 
We use Iks water per ciqpita than 
many large cities across thie United 
States. 

However, our water consumption 
has started inching its way back up, 
and we must tighten our bdts. Our 
entire region is currently being re- 
quested to conserve water. In Vir- 
ginia Beach, we have mandatray re- 
strictions to help keq) water avail- 
able to us all at all times. 

In 1992, 1 appointed a community 
Water Consovatiai Awareness com- 
mittee. With the combined talents 
and efforts of this conuniuee, you the 
citizens, the city staff, and your city 
leaders, our conservation initiatives 
have continued to grow. Recently, I 
had the pleasure of presenting awmxis 
for the best Well Water signs in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

I continuously speak to the many 
community groups on this topic. You 
may have noticed that McDonald's 
restaurants have been using water 
conservati(Hi tray liners with a win- 
ning design from a city contest co- 
sponsored with Vo-Tech. In 1993, 1, 
along with the rest of city council, 
endorsed a rebate program on ultra- 
low flush toilets. I feltthatdierecbm- 
mendedpartner^ip between citizots 
and the city to continue to reduce the 
lowest water use per person was the 
right thing to do. 

I repeat to you the National 
Geographies special's "wake-up 
alarm" lot water problems. As citi- 
* zois, you and I hold the key to suc- 
cessful water consovation in our 
hands. It is you and I that can avoid 
letting our water run needlessly. It is 
you and I who can replace old bath- 
room fixtures with new wato- saving 
devices. It is you and I who each day, 
can make decisions ^XMit our wise 
and ethical use of water. Water is life. 
Don't waste iL 

I wold like to share just a few 
sim{de stqjs which will help you keep 
your community as one of the more 
water efficient cities in America. 
Here's how: 

■ Turn off the water when brush- 
ing your teeth and when shavmg.

■ Check faucets, pipes and toilets 
for leaks and if you GsA one; fix it 
fast!

and that's why children are used as 
pawns. 
"Not tnic," C*emdorf said. 
In the future, with the electioa (tf 
' the school board, she continued, 
there will be even man qjpottuni- 
ties to make accusati(Mis against 
council, and that's why she has 
asked Virginia Beach Senator 
Clarence Hdland lo woik in the 
General Assembly toward having 
the school board raise its own 
funds. 

Even with an elected school 
board, the city remains the only en- 
tity with the power to raise rev- 
enue. 

Onincilmember Linwood Branch 
said that his telephone started ring- 
ing on Thursday morning following 
a meeting at the Alanton 
Elementary School Wednesday 
night, when a member of the 
school system indicated that council 
did not intend to fund the Alanton 
and John B. Dey additions. 

The parents apparently feared the 
school board would redistrict the 
schools as a solution to crowded 
school conditions in some schools. 
When asked where he got the in- 
formation. Branch said, the school 
employee said that he got the in- 
formation from the newspaper. 

He said that, when told that the 
council had funded all the school 
projects, the parents said that coun- 
cil could always change its vote 
this week. Council adopted the 
budget on second reading at 
Tuesday's meeting with no changes. 
Branch said that the types of let- 
ters he received and the phone calls 
concerned him because council has 
full-funded the school system last 
year and this year. 

"I hope the message gets out It's 
important that a school official 
would not have £acts before presoi- 
tations." 



Councilmember Nancy Parker 
said that the phone calls and letlas 
wCTC "absolutely incredible." 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
said that two letters were especially 
troublesome. One said, "My child 
is too good to go to a school with 
average children." 

This comments on the quality of 
other schools, he said that above- 
average children should be in above- 
average schools. 

"I got letters like that." 

The message is that all schools 
are not equal. 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne said communication con- 
cerns him. He said it was time he 
and I^iker, who are council liaisons 
with the school board, meet with 
their counterparts on the board lo 
clear vp the situation. 

Branch said Alanton has always 
been in the CIP.

Virginia Beach, a young city 
with a relatively young population, 
now has a young — very young — 
School Board. 

In an 8-3 vote, city council 
Tuesday sqjpointed Ferdinand V. 
Tolentino to one of two at-large 
seats on the school board. 

Tolentino. at 24. will be the 
youngest school board member in 
the city's history. 

Joseph P. Taylor, the other at- 
large appointee by a 7-4 vote, isn't 
exactly ancient either. He's 34. 

Both Tolentino and Taylor are 
graduates of First Colonial High 
School. 

Both Tolentino and Taylor, along 
with Susan Craemer (who was 
reappointed to the Blackwater b(»- 
ough seat) will serve for two-and- 
one-half years. They will be re- 
quired to run for ofHce on the board 
in the May 1996 election if they 
want to keq) their seats. 

The incumbents. Cynthia 
Davenport and Martin MuMaeg Jr.. 
did not choose to run for reap- 
pointment 

James R. Darden, council's third 
new appointee (he will Tdl the un- 
expired term of William Bond of 
the Lynnhaven Borough, who re- 
signed from the board) will be re- 
quired to run for election next May 
when the city switches to elected 
school boiffds. And Dard«i said he 
plans to run. 

The Blackwater and Lynnhaven 
Borough representatives were ap- 
pointed unanimously.

Tolentino, a native of

Beach. 

The only problem with Tolentino 
was his age. said councilman James 
W. Brazier, but added that his age 
might help him do a betto' job. 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne saw the appointments of 
both Tolentino and Taylor as an 
opportunity to provide iversity on 
theboanL 

However. Dean said that 
Tolentino. at 24, had not paid his 
dues. '' 

Taylor, a Virginia Beach na- 
tive, holds a bachelor's degree in 
economics from Hampden-Sydney 
College and a master's in business 
administration from the College of 
William and Mary. 

He is vice presidrat of the Taylor 
Do-It Center in Virginia Beach. 

He is currently president of the 
Board of Vocational Education 
Foundation, an organization which 
wwks with the public schools in 
getting students involved in busi- 
ness and has served for eight years 
with the Adopt-a-School program at 
Indepoidence Middle SchocA. 

Taylor is married and has two 
children, one a second grader at 
Linkhom Park Elementary, and a 3 
yeardd. 

Darden also a Virginia Beach 
native. He attended Oceana High 
School and has a bachelor's and 
master's degrees from Old 
Dominion University in education 
and lubninistrative siq)ervisk>n. He 
also took advanced studies at the 
University of Virginia, William aid 
M»y and Nofolk State Univeisity.

It takes a mighty steady hand to 
do Jon Rybeig's job.

But luckily those "slips" are rare 
and far between for Ryberg. one of 
only 100 crystal and glass restorers 
in the United States, 

A resident of Palmetto. Fla., Ry- 
berg was in Hampton Roads last 
week with his wife, Hilda, at 19th 
Century Antiques on Norfolk's 
Granby Street 

Trekking from town to town and 
show to show as many as three 
weeks a month. Ryberg's life is 
almost reminiscent of the tinmak- 
ers' and travelling cobblo^' of days 
gone by. 

He has done crystal and glass 
restoration for 27 years, although in 
the past five years it has become 
his full-time profession. 

Estimating when he first started 
there were about 23 peq)le nation- 
wide doing glass restoration. Ry- 
berg said he got hooked after ob- 
served othos doing it 

He also yearned to learn the 
"deep, dark secrets" behind the pro- 
fession. 

Self-taught, Ryberg said it took 
him hundreds, even thousands, of 
practice pieces to get it right 

"I guess I just developed the ex- 



pertise on my own." he said. 

Using a machine referred to as a 
"glass grinds," Ryberg's taloits are 
many. He can restore chiiq)ed crys- 
tal; bond most stems, punch bowls, 
candlesticks, vases, handles and 
other iH^en glass pieces; smooth 
and polish sharp edges; repair 
chipped lips on pitchers, creamers 
and reamers; and cut down and bevel 
decanters, bowls, vases and stop- 
pas. 

Then there's his special talent — 
cleaning and clearing "sick," cloudy 
glass. 

He won't reveal how that's done. 
A trade secret, probably only he and 
the other 99 or so crystal and glass 
restorers know how it's done. 

Would he even give just a hint? 

"You can twist my arm. Tm not 
going to tell you. I don't even dis- 
cuss whether it's a chemical pro- 
cess, mechanical process, electronic 
(»- whatever," he stressed. 

His wife Hilda knows how it's 
done, but she's not talking either. 

Howevo', RybCTg did hint he has 
his own process for "declouding" 
glass. 

"I chose not to patent my process 
because once you do. anyone can 
get a copy of the patoit for $100 or 
$200 in Wa^ington. D.C., and ev- 
eryone will start doing it them- 
selves." he said. 

Beside the fact that he's do- 
ing something he enjoys, Ryberg 
said his profession allows he and 
Hilda to indulge another of their 
loves, travelling. 

"We're on the go anywhere frran 



one to three weeks a month." he 



Mostly, the couple does antique 
shows along the East Coast and the 
Gulf Coast Back at home, his wife 
has three antique locations and said 
Jon is "'stuck^' who has to repair 
all the things that come in." 

But he doesn't mind. 

Although "grinding" glass looks 
to be messy and lx)ring. Ryberg 
said it's not really. 

"You have to be very meticulous. 
You can't rush it. There's one 
speed, and that's 'slow,'" he grinned. 

While the money earned makes 
fot a comfortable living, Ryberg 
said his satisfaction comes in see- 
ing people's faces light up when 
something they thought was 'a 
goner* — like a punch bowl cracked 
in two pieces — is mended. 

"I don't get rich doing this," he 
confided, "but I do get a lot of satis- 
faction." 

Noting he is "one busy man," 
sometimes on his feet for 16 to 18 
hours at a time during shows. Ry- 
berg is planning on taking the load 
off himself just a little by welcom- 
ing new restores to the trade. 

For $6,000. he will teach new- 
comers, provide them with the nec- 
essary equipment and even reveal 
the secret to clearing ck>udy glass. 

"What other trade can you go into 
with all equipment, training and 
knowledge for $6,000," he said.

State funding could be solution 
to Sandbridge's erosion woes

Councilmember Paul J. Lan- 
teigne has come up with another 
idea to keep the beach and i»operty 
Sandl»idge from drifting into the 



He wants the state to take over 
the responsibility of coming up 
with 35 percent of the cost of keep- 
ing sand on the beach — a respon- 
sibility that City Council has re- 
fiised to accqjt 

His idea is to have the city offer 
its prqwrty at Sandbridge (176.2 
acres) — mostly Little Island Beach 
at the south end — to the state to 
use as a park. In return, the state 
would play for 35 percent of the re- 
plenish program. The U.S. Corps 
of Engineers has agreed to pay for 
the rest 

Lanteigne distributed to city 
council for amsideratkn a proposed 
ordinance which conveys to the 
state the city's title to pn^rty in 
the Sandbridge area, subject to the 
commonwealth's agreemuit to be- 
come the sponscK iox a cost-shared 
fedoal beach nourishn»nt cw hurri- 
cane protection project fc»- the area. 

Lanteigne said Virginia Beach 
<klegates to the Genoal Assonbly, 
Glenn Croshaw and Ken Stolle, 
have i^reed to carry the offer to the 
legidature during the 1994 session. 

But the first hurdle Lanteigne has 
to clear is city council. Tlie adc^ 
tion of the ordinance requires nine 
VCM& to council. 

Lanteigne. k the Pungo Boough 
repre^ntative on council, rqHesoits 
the Sandbridge ar» and has (insis- 
tently suf^rted the efforts of 
Samflnidge residents to rqjienish 
the beach. 

Dini^ sane stomis tfw b«ich is 
non-existent and the ocean has 
even taeacbed the buBdieads est^ 
lished by the residents themselves 
to protect thek tones. 

To win the Army Corps of 



Engineers' suppcHt of the project, 
they city had to prove that the 
beach is used by the public and that 
residents were willing to surrender 
some of their property rights to 
make this possible. 

But council, by a 6-5 vote, 
turned down its sponsorship of the 
beach replenishmoit program as too 
costly and not sufqrarted by citizois 
in otha parts of the city. 

In the face d the defeat of the re- 
plenishment program, the sewer 
program was removal from the 
Capital Improvement Program. It 
has ance been restored because the 
investment in an eroding area did 
not make sense. 

Aside from the initial cost of the 
I»oject the rq)lenishment {Hogram 
would have to be continued with 
new infusions every other year, a 
continuing investment of millions 
of dollars. 

Lanteigne has suggested a special 
tax district to raise some of the 
money and produced staUstics 
showing revenues ftom SandMdge 
would outstrip toe costs. 

The {Hoposed ordinance maintains 



that erosion threatens homes and 
public infrastructures as well as the 
health of Back Bay from salt wata 
intrusion. 

It states San(fl>ridge and Back Bay 
are valuable resources not only for 
Virginia Beach, but also to the en- 
tire commonwealth. 

Lanteigne pointed out the state 
purchase parte propoty all over the 
state and would be getting some 
free from the city. But since some 
of the beach (most of the beach in 
front of the privately-owned homes) 
is privately owned, the property 
owners would have to agree to give 
up some of their property right to 
the state, just as they had heesi will- 
ing to do for the city.

Couple's 'miracle' dove brings hope and 
happiness during time of bereavement 

Woman says bird 
is way to get over 
her mother's death

It could have been die worst day 
of ho' life. 

After a brisk walk with her 
husband Ed on Oct. 22, 1991, Jean 
Chaml)erlin arrived back at their 
Brittingham Court home to a mes- 
sage on the answering machine that 
woukl change ho' life. 

"Jean, it is 5:12 (p.m.). Mama is 
with Jesus," her sister Judy cried. 

Jean Chamberlin's 77-year-old 
modicr, Marie Bohannon Morris, 
was dead. 

But what could have been the 
saddest day in Jean Chamberlin's 
life was Ivightened just a little by 
die appearance of a single, litde 
wounded dove — a (tove which ^ 
peared at almost die very moment 
her modier's death occuned. 

During Ed and Jean's walk before 
coming home to the dismal i^one 
message, a dove widi its right wing 
broken plummeted frxim die sky, 
landing near die couple's feet. 

"Ed very genUy soodied die bird 
and put her under his jacket against 
his chest," Jean rememboed. 

The time was apjvoximately 5:12 
p.m. 

Was the dove's appearance a sign 
from God? A spiritual woman, but 



not as church-going as she would 
like to be, Jean believes die dove 
was somehow a message from her 
mother — or even God — that 
everything would be all right.

That help comes of^ if you are 
willing to receive it, Jean ex- 
plained. 

On the day of her modier's fu- 
neral, the sky was crystal clear. 
But, as die pastor began to recite 
die 23rd Psalm, Jean swears she 



lodced in die sky above die casket 
at an incredible sight, a cloud in an 
unusual sh<q)e. 

"I touched my sister's arm to tell 
ha to look up at die sky, and I real- 
ized die cloud was in the fann of a 
white dove," die recounted. 

While dealing widi het mover's 
deadi, Ed and Jean nursed tiie 
wounded bird back lo heiUth, and 
apinopriately named it Little Marie 
in her modier's honor. 

The dove lived widi die Cham- 
berlins ahnost diree months. "She 
depended on us and trusted us to 
nurse ho- back to healdi," Jean re- 
membered. 

"But, we were the ones who were 
receiving die healing hand of God. 
She gave us a renewal of faidi and 
eased die pain of losing my modier. 
I knew Mama was in heaven." 

That Dec. 26, widi tears in dieir 
eyes, Ed and Jean set Litde Marie 
free. 

"We prayed she would survive 
now diat she was outside in the 
cold. She had lived inside our home 
and nested in the living room fat 
ahnost three monUis," Jean said. 

Not only did Litde Marie sur- 
vive, she even came back to die 
couple's befbxxm window and cooed 
every meaning. 

To this day, she still returns ev- 
ery mwning and late afternoon, fa 
food and visitation.

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When Christmas turns tragic 

It's a tragedy we hear about all too often during the holidays 
— another family has been burned out of their home because 
proper care wasn't taken with their Christmas tree and decora- 
tions. Sometimes even a family member is lost in the flames. 
/What should have been the most joyous time of year 
becomes a bad memory for decades to come. 

The real tragedy is that many of these fires can be prevented. 

The Virgima Department of Emergency Services offers a 
timely checklist as you and yours cetefarate the hoUdays: 

Christmas Trees 

■ A live tree should be bought as fresh as possible. Hold 
the tree upright and thump the base on the ground a few times. 
If the needles fall off, the tree has begun to dry. 

■ Before you mount your tree in a stand, cut an inch or two 
off the bottom so it will absorb water more easily. 

■ Check your tree's water daily. 

■ Place your tree away from fireplaces, radiators and other 
sources of heat. 

■ Dispose of your tree soon after the holidays — before it 
dries out. Don't bum your tree indoors in a fireplace or wood 
stove. 

■ If you buy an artificial tree, be sure it is flan^-resistant. 
Remember, these trees only resist fires. Ultimately, they will 
bum. 

Decorative Lights 

■ Plug your electric decorations into Ground Fault Circuit 
Intermpters (GCFI) to help prevent electrocution. 

A child in Virginia died last year when she placed a 
decorative light in her nwuth and was electrocuted. 

■ Don't overload your outlets and circuits. Don't place 
cords under mgs and furniture. 

■ If you use the san^ lights year after year, check them 
carefully and repair or replace those with worn cords. 

■ Never put Ughts on a metallic tree. 

■ Unplug all lights when you go to bed. 

Candles 

■ Candles should be carefully placed and never left unat- 
tended. ; ,j " 

■ Never use candles near evergreen trees or other 
flammable objects, such as curtains and wrapping paper. 

Finally, if you 4on't have a smoke detector, get one. If you 
have one, make sure it works. Smoke detectors should be 
tested once a mcmth and batteries replaced once a year. 

By following these helpful tips, you and your family should 
have a safe and merry Christmas. — V.L.E.

The pe(^le of California wait to 
the polls on Nov. 2 and soundly de- 
feated a i»opo8al that vrould have 
qseileddinster 
for pid>lic edu- 
cation in the 
state. 

With their 
overwhelming 
rejection of a 
coucher initia- 
tive to channel 
taxpayer mon- 
ey to religious 
and other pri- 
vate schools, 
California vot- 
ers sent a clear 
message: They 
are conunitted 
topublic educa- 
tion and weary 
of efforts to un- 
~~~^~-~"^~ detmine Ame- 
rica's puUic schools. 

The vole on California's Pit^xisi- 
tion 174 mariced the 19th time since 
1966 that American voters have de- 
feated attempts to use tax dollars to 
support private schools. 

In the last three voucher dections 
— - in California this year. Colorado 
in 1992, and Oregon in 1990— sevoj 
out of 10 voters cast their ballots 
against the measures. 

The voters of California averted 
disaster. They — andthebroad-based 
citizens' coaliticm that publicized the 
potential impact of Proposition 174 

— deserve the thanks of all Ameri- 
cans. 

Now, it's time to move on. If only 
educatCHs, parents, community lead- 
ers and other concomedcitizenscoukl 
refocus our energies and resources 
on changing public schools to meet 
the changed needs of sbidoits and 
society. 

Because that's die real challenge 

— and the real tragedy of measures 
like Proposition 174.11ieyforceusto 
fight rear-guard actions to save pid>- 
lic education when our real woric is to 
implement new understandings of 
teaching and learning and school or- 
ganization to strengthen public 
schools.

A long-time civic leader and a 
Virginia Beach Events l^limited. 
Inc. (VBEU) Direcuv has made a 
scathing attack on a city council- 
man for questioning "the integrity 
of the VBEU board members." 

Michael J. Barrett, recently 
elated chairman of the Hampton 
Roads Oiamber of Commoce and a 
chief executive officer of the 
Runnymede Corporation, opposed 
an (vdinance proposed by Virginia 
Beach Borough councilmember 
Linwood Branch as an attempt at 
micromanagement by council. 

The ordinance would have autho- 
rized the city manager to adjust the 
term of the city's agreement with 
VBEU and develop a proposal for 
an entntainment/events program in 
the resort area. The committee 
would recommend a contractor of 
the program. 

Integral to the changes would be 
an oversight committee. Branch 
said, to guarantee fiduciary respon- 
sibility. 

Sen. Clarence Holland, a former 
councilmember and maycv, made an 
i^jpearance at Tuesday's council ses- 
sion to speak against the ordinance. 
He said that it was not good for the 
city. 

He added the city has a multitude 
of volunteers and contributions of 
money and that when a problem is 
brought up in this manner, it 
shows a divisiveness which allows 
people to say, "Why should I vol- 



uiMeer to contribute fiuids?" 

"Could it be the desire of a small 
group of resort businessmen who 
want control? The ordinance calb 
ios a halt in the funding of existing 
contractors," Barrett said. 

A motion by councilmember 
John A. Baum to allow the events 
contract to continue another year — 
it would have expired June 30 — 
|»ssed by a vote (tf 7-3 with Branch 
and James W. Brazier and Paul J. 
Lanteigne dissenting. 

Councilman Robert K. Dean was 
absent 

Baum also said that a contracts 
should not l>e on the oversight 
committee and that it is frustration 
that the city has no powa avct the 
expenditure oS. city funds. 

Barrett said supporting the (Hdi- 
nance would contribute to political 
interference, would support micro- 
management by council, restrict 
events to the resort area and run the 
IHX)gram for the beneHt of a small 
clique of businessmen. 

Joe Giannascoli, chairman of 
VBEU, asked that council extend 
the organization's contract to 
September, which would allow 
elections by OctobCT. 

Jimmie Capps, a resort busi- 
nessman, asked for the extension of 
the contract to Dec. 31, 1994. 

Under the five-year contract. 
Branch said, the city allocation 
grew from $200,000 to $800,000 
because of the special hotel tax. He 
said that the city did not use com- 
petitive bids to award the contract 



and no one group had the total re- 
^xmsibility for oversight 

Council appointed a committee 
for iHX)gram selection and budgeting 
but they had no fiduciary responsi- 
bility, he said. 

He said that council was power- 
less to oversee an entity using city 
money. The emptoyee s^^pears to be 
also the employer, he said, and 
salaries were adjusted withCNtt com- 
ing to council. 

He said that from $90,000 in ad- 
ministrative fees, the program now 
has $220,000 in salaries without 
council apiHoval. 

Barrett said the VBEU has been 
injured by innuendo mid rumw, like 
the rumor that $5,000 was used for 
a cocktail party. 

In one event VBEU exceeded its 
budget, he said, he said, but the 
money was replaced. 

Barrett also said that VBEU was 
supposed to be for all the city, but 
Branch's ordinance would have it 
focused on Atlantic and Pacific av- 
enues. 

"I don't think they care about 
anything but Pacific and Atlantic 
avenue." He added $25,000 was 
raised from the private sector. 

Branch said he was 100 percent 
behind the events program and had 
proposed the tax increase that pro- 
vided moe fiinds. 

Branch said by approving his or- 
dinance, the current contract would 
be pushed by three months "so that 
we can make a clean start April 3."

Ends year with 
$10.5 million more

Virginia Beach ended the 1992-93 
fiscal year with a $10.5 million in- 
crease in the GeReral Fund undesig- 
nated balance, boosting the year- 
round fund to a healthy $58.8 mil- 
lion. 

The good news was included in 
the Comprehensive Annual Finan- 
cial Rqmrt iKesented to city council 



Tuesday by Patricia A. Phillips, di- 
rector of finance. 

This was the first time the city 
was required to present the report to 
city council prior to its submission 
to the slate. 

The additional funds have become 
part of the budget for the recently- 
approved Capital Improvement 
Pix)gram. 

Contnbudng to the good state of 
finances were expenditures of $14 
million less than budgeted and in- 
creases in revenues $10 million 



more than anticipated, said Philips. 
The city experienced increa^s in 
revenues from the business license 
tax, the meal tax, room tax and the 
real estate tax. 

However, the sales tax revenues 
were flat, a contradiction to the in- 
crease in business license revenues. 
Philips said. 

Of the general revenues, 53.1 
percent went U) education, compared 
to 47 percent 10 years ago, and 
10.3 percent was used to pay the 
debt service.

$726,978 a year. 

Fbimders Village, Inc., which has 
no assets at present, plans to pur- 
chase 24 acres from CBN at the in- 
tersection of the not-yet-completed 
Centerville Turnpike and the old 
Centerville Turnpike near the 
Mount Trashmore II landfill. 

It will offer independent living 
for seniors, assisted living and nurs- 
ing care. The entrance fee will range 
from $95,000 to $490,000. depend- 
ing on the accommodations se- 
lected, and monthly fees from 
$1,070 to $4,200. 

It is the upscale nature of the pro- 
ject that led to the objections at a 
public hearing on the exemption 
Tuesday. 

Vincent Mastracco, a spdcesman 
for CBN, said plans are to build a 
72,000 square-foot facility at a cost 



of approximately $67 million for 
building and furnishings. He said 
the village would employ about 
179 full-time persons at an annual 
payroll at $2,637,380. 

Vk;e Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said that he felt the facility was 
needed in Virginia Beach and moved 
for approval of the request. He was 
suppqrted by councilmembers 
Linwood Branch, Paul J. Lanteigne, 
Robert K. Clybum and James W. 
Brazier Jr. Voting against the re- 
quest were Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf, John A. Baum, Nancy

State can have 
Sandbridge 
land - for a 
few million bucks

The state can have 176.2 acres — 
worth $16 million — in SandlMridge 
fiee. 

But it would also have to cough 
up some cash — about $3 million 
as die tocal share in a sand rqilen- 
ishment project (with the U.S. 
Corps of Engineers picking up the 
tab for $6 million) and about $1.8 
million every other year fw the 
next SO years for the uiiceep. 

City Council Tuesday voted 
unanimously to present die gift to 
the state, ^pn^riately at its last 
meeting before the Christmas holi- 
days. But whetl^r the state will ac- 
c^ it is another matt^. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdwf, who 
has voted against the city's spend- 
ing money for the replenishment 
program in the past, said she 
though die members of the General 
Assembly would coq)eiate with die 
residents of Samftridge. 

They have befne, notably when 
the Assembly overturned the rec- 
ommendation of the Virginia Beach 
Wetlands Board and a vote of die 
city council against allowing bulk- 
heads on the beachfront in 
Smdbridge. 

But with die federal ^vemment's 
provision diat federal funds could 
only be used on public prop»ty, 
the stale would also have to get die 
residents to turn ova their private 
beaches.

My empty stocking 

EDITOR'S NOTE: The following article, first run in this newspi^er 
Ui 1981. is a humble recount of columnist BJ. Sessions' Christmases 
growing up during the Great Depresaon. May it help you remember the 
true spirit cfthe holidays.

As ihc 70ih Christmas of my life ap|m)aches — and I see the joy of 
anticipation in the eyes of the young cfiildren as Ihcy pie^tt to receive 
old Saint Nick on Christmas morning — I am reminded of some 
Christmases past. Then, as a youth bom near the start of the 6eptes- 
don, Christmas meant very little to me, as it did to millions of others 
during that era. 

Many children livii^ during diat s«iy period in (Mir history awcrice on 
Christmas mcsning cold and hungry. Survival was die only thing that 
mattered to them. Tlw children of today arc so blessed to be living more 
in prosperous times. Yet many in the world will still experience the 
same feelings I had on Christmas mornings past when I awoke expect- 
ing nothing and received nothing. 

In retrospect, I suRjose it was my destiny be incked fw this experi- 
ence because it gives me the insight to understand the hopes and dreams 
of today's poor children. On Christmas mcmiing, I will know their an- 
guish md frustration because I have felt it myself. 

Good times also 

But there were some good times also. Family ties and traditions 
seemed more predominant than they do now, and we shared our hard 
times together. I still remember how excited we little ones would be- 
come when our favorite Uncle Mark would start to sharpen his axe. We 
knew it wouldn't be long until we would start out on our annual 
Christmas tree hunt in the nearby woods. 

Usually at that time of year in the small southern town in Ge<»-gia 
wh«c I lived, the cold winter winds from the nOTth would turn die 
whole countryside into a q>arkling wint^ wonderland, with long tev 
shaped ickles hanging from the trees and die streams fiozm so hard diat 
we could walk aooss diem. 

The bkds would be so cold diat diey would seek warmUi in die 
shrul4)ay diat grew in die nearby family cemetery. The livestock we 
had. which consisted of an old razor-back mule and a feeble cow, wouki 
be drivoi in to die lot aiui fed com and hay which we had put aside for 
diat occasioa. 

Feet In rags 

On the morning of our Christmas tree hunt, we w(Mdd put on our 
patched Bibb overalls and wr^ ow feet in rags to keep out die cdd 
winter chilL Then off we would go in search of (nv tree. 

Once die tree had been selected and cut. we soirched for holly and 
mistletoe, which aboumted in die nnvby woods. Stoie-bought tree or- 
naments were only purchased by die affluent in dK»e days — and we 
w«e less than affluent — so we made oar own fitxn adored pq>v glued 
tc^edier into Mght rings widi paste made film «^er and flour. 

We pt^ped com and strung it. ai^ made omanwnts from Prince 
Albert tobacco cans, tinfoil, pine cooes mi just about anydiing else 
that was availaljle. 

Afi» a»r tree had beai decoated. we waited widi mticip«ion for ow 

&vorite Aunt Geogia, who lived in anodier town — not so far awiy, 
but to us it seemed a diousffiid mil^. Aunt Geogia ami her husband. 
Uncle Rufe, who ran a grocwy store, would bring my grandmoUiw a 
Christmas bos packed widi omges, qq[dM. tannines, nuts, raisins 
and, to die ddi|^ of us all, some penmmint stkdc candy. 

My graidnKMher woukl d(4e out tlw goo<fies to the duldren, and since 
I subject I was hex favorite, die wouU dqi me an extra piece <tf candy. 
In dK»e (fays, die candy cost one cot a friece.

Having no money to buy pments, we would give each odi» our 
ptimd possesions, which sometimes was quite a sacrifice for me. One 
CIvistmaa I gave away my firaorite OMdiuiation poctet knife, which 
hi^ a ^nuine bom londle (mly m oait Me), a cofc Krew, a screw- 
driver bla(fe aid die name "Bartow" naattied in die hanite.

Smith understands difficulties they face

Wiley Smidi always wondered 
what he could do to help deaf chil- 
dren. 

Deaf from birdi, Smidi knows all 
too well what it is like to tie mis- 
understood. A minister pve Smith 
an idea Uiat not only gives him a 
gre«lt deal of joy, but also offers 
handiaq}ped and hearing impaired 
children some special Christmas 

joy- 
Each year for the past 17 years, 

Smidi has donned a Santa Claus 
suit and made appearances on behalf 
of deaf children. 

"Children need a Santa they can 
understand," Smidi said. "Deaf chil- 
dren need a deaf Santa." 

This season Smith is making 
regular appearances at Pembroke 
Mall. Children from special educa- 
tion classes have been coming dur- 
ing the day to see him. 

During his first appearance, Jean 
Drudge, who had brought her son to 
see Santa, was called into service as 
a translator for the hearing children 
who eagerly i^roached him. 

"I am not comfortable as an in- 
terpreter," Drudge explained. "I 
want my children to have compe- 
tent interpreters. But here I am, and 
here's Santa, so you do what you 
can." 

Drudge is modest about her skills 
as an int^preter. As president of the 
Tidewater Association for the 
Hearing Impaired, Drudge publishes 
a newsletter and worics to educate 
parents of deaf children and the 
community about deafness. 

"For deaf children at Christmas, 



the decorations are more impcxtant 
dian the sounds Ijecause they c»i't 
hear die Christmas carols," Drudge 



It is also important that deaf chil- 
dren are afforded as many experi- 
ences as hearing children. Drudge 
emi^iasized. 

As the mother of two deaf chil- 
dren. Drudge is an endiusiastic fan 
of Smidi. 

"He's a wonderful Santa," she 
said. "Lode how die children take 
to him."

Island didn't care whether Santa 
could hear or not She climbed on 
his lap and told him what she 
would like fot Christmas. Drudge 
translated for her. Suila signed bade 
diat Cason should be good. 

"I love you," Santa signed as 
each child left to return to dieir par- 
ents.

"Just as you love your hearing chil- 
dren, I Imve a special love for deaf 
children." 

Smidi attended a school for deaf 
children. He remembers Christmas 
as being a wonderful time, but he 
always w^ed he had a Saola-diat 
could understand him. Smith is 
happy to greet children with all 
sorts of disabilities. 

Many of die children who visited 
him during his first appearance at 
Pembroke Mall came in 
wheekhairs. 

"We can only take a couple of 
students each time," explained 
Schndda.

Holiday X's out war 

EDITOR'S NOTE: The following is based on an eyewitness 
account of an incident tiutt occurred the day b^ore Christmas (A 
the Western Front during World War I: 

As if soine miracle, the shelling stopped and nsortar and rifle 
fiiecea^d 

Only silence ... 

But the stillness was broken by men of the North 
Staffordshire Regiment who exchanged "woids of good cheei^' 
with the enemy. Men from Britain utd Germany talked to one 
another across No Man's Land! 

A British officer suggested a Volkslied (folk song). 

The Germans sang . . . 

' Everyme agreed to a tmce until midnight of Christmas Day. . 

Both sides cut through the barbed wire and walked in each 
other's trenches, exchanging food and talking and 
photographing one another. 

Some German soldiers sang "Home Sweet Home" followed 
by a hymn. 

In another part of the trenches, some German soldiers left 
their positions to offer Christmas greetings to a group of Scots. 
An officer tried to stop them, but (me German said, "But this is 
Christmas . . . " 

No one would or could stop the brotheriiood of Christmas. 

And at midnight, both Germans and Britons fired warning 
shots as if to say, "Return to the trenches behind your own 
lines." 

Gradually, the business of trying to kill the enemy returned to 
normal. But the soldiers of both sides knew that Christmas is 
not a normal time. It can X out war, tf only for a day. 

Merry Christmas to all 

The holiday season is a time of tradition when families draw 
together, reaffirming well-loved customs and fundamental be- 
liefs. The word Christmas brings to mind warm and wonderful 
menxnies and deep and abiding hopes. 

In spite of the uneasy tensions of die times in which we are 
living, the Christmas spirit gives strength to us all. If we can 
but fashion the spirit of Christmas into a way of life — a direc- 
tion in which we travel each day — a mwe peaceful world is 
possible. 

This is not a dream, but something that is within our reach. If 
we would apply the same unselfishness, forgiveness, and un- 
derstanding that we feel at Christmas time to situations that 
arise widiin our daily lives in die home, business world, and in 
our conununities throughout the year, we would be taking a 
great step toward making die spirit of Christmas a year-round 
influence.

'Hot foot' nothing new to this firewali<er 



Robert Williams 
finds peace and 
healing walking 
on hot coals

This Virginia Beach resident, 
knows first hand what it's like to 
have a "hot foot" — even a 
scofcher!

'Today thousands of Americans 
and others walk on fire as a way of 
involving oneself in a profound 
process of healing and self- 
awaieness." he explained.

The Kahunas of 
Hawaii walk on lava as a spiritual

fires, and they don't get singed. At 
age 7 the women of Fiji walk on 
fire as a rite of iHissage.'' 

FurthemKxe, he said, firewalking 
has been practiced within most 
world religions, including 
Christianity. 

But what possibly could drive 
someone to even try it? 

"Five years ago I was going 
through a midlife crisis or 
something like that, and I was 
wondering what things were all 
about. I was on a search," Williams 
reflected. 

He defines that time as a period 
of "spiritual journey." in which he 
found himself "wmdering about 
things and wmdering what things 
were all about" 

One day he happened to be in an 
accountant's office when a woman 
was there with a pamphlet for a 
firewalking workshc^ led by the 
well-known firewalker Tolly 
Burium — ami tte rest was nistcnry 
foe Williams. 

Williams attended and found it a 
life-changing experience. 

"I went through the woriulKq). 
aiKl the more I listened, the more 
my heart was touched — and the 
more I undcfstood."

The heat from the fire was so 
intense no one could aoi get close 
enough to it to rake it very much. 
A few days later be hxriced at 
things. 

"I no kxigo- needed to have the 
outside validate the inside. My self- 
esteem grew. The willingness to 
trust increased. My relationships 
got l>etter with my business 
associates and my family and even 
myself." Williams recounted. 

"I was able to do the 

impossible — that is walk on 
1.:^ degree coals (aluminum 
melts at 1.100 degrees). What we 
learned that night was that if we 
could do the impossible, the 
possible becomes very easy," 
Williams said. 

He has continued to attend 
firewalkers and has gone on man 
than 200 firewalks, become a 
certified firewalking instructor and 
has led firewalks not only in 
Virginia, but also in California, 
New MoKO, Hawaii and Egypt. 



Williams explained how his 
classes are conducted. 

The class begins with 
introdiuUiM'y period, when the

attendees introduce themselves and 
tell why they are there. He believes 
that this is important for the 
participants, because if they came 
without a purpose, they "will 
prcrt)^ly leave with nothing." 

"Then we build a fire, and we 
come back up to the room, and I do 
my woricshop, which takes about 
two hours. It takes about two 
hours, because it lakes that long to 
bum a third of a cord of oak down 
U) coals." Williams said. 

"It's a \eiy real possibility that if 



you walk out on the fire you might 
be burned," Williams said. 

He warned particiiKuits they must 
accept the responsibility for making 
that choKe in their lives. 

"Those who come to firewalks, 
but do not choose to walk, can get 
a great deal out of the experience 
because they are witnessing the 
power of belief by witr»essing othw 
individuals being able to overcome 
their fears and accomplish the 
impossible — seeing other people 
st^ into a 1,200-degree coalbed and 
walk 12 to 14 feet without even 
harming the hairs on their feet," 
Williams said. 

Yet many peq)le are able to walk 
on fire without being burned. 

"No one knows why it it 
possible to walk on fire," he said. 
"You have the ability within you 
not just to walk on fire. We 
possess the ability to do many 
things. ;. 

"One of the best things we do is 
make ourselves sick by stress, 
strain and fear. Doctors, physicians, 
and medical people know that 
worry, strain and stress put a great 
stress on us. Heart disease is more 
of an emotional disease Uian a 
physical disease. 

"We have all heard of individuals 
like Norman Cousins, who was 
diagnosed with terminal cancer, 
checked himself into the hospital, 
rented humorous video tapes and, in 
conjunction with medical 
teclmol<^. lay in bed md Inrghed 
himself into complete remission." 

For Williams firevralking is more 
than the physical act of. walking on 
fire. He calls it "symbolically a 
metaphor for us being able to w^ 
through a vale of fear and 
accomplish things in life." 

He added firewalks are really 
about understanding fear and not 
being limited by it. He believes 
firewalking can be a tool for self 
empowetmenL 

"It is how to tap into your 
personal power any time you wish 
and use it in your personal lives. 
It's about how to say 'yes' and 'no' 
and not feel guilty." 

The cost for attending one of 
Williams' firewalking sessions is 
$25 per person. Normally 20-30 
people attend. Proceeds from the 
sessions pay for fire permits, 
supplies and rental of the hotel 
room.

The "Wee Deliver" in school 
postal systems was created by the 
U.S. Post Office and two Florida 
elementary schools. School hall- 
ways arc given street addresses, 
classrooms have zip codes, and each 
desk receives a special number sim- 
ilar to a house number. 

The postmaster supervises the 
other students, picks up the mail 
from the centfal locaticm, divides up 
the routes and fills in for any miss- 
ing workers. 

The clerks check the addresses, 
cancel stamps and sort mail. The 
mail carriers deliver the mail to the 
designated addresses. 

'The program encourages children 
to read and write," emphasized Kim 



Barham, coordinator of the Knotts 
Island program. "We wara ihc post 
office lo operate just like the real 
ones. It will teach them about 
proper addressing and how the mail 
is delivered lo tlicir house.'

"There is no charge for the service, 
and participation and a person's fi- 
nancial information is keptconftien- 
tial. The counselors cannot lend 
money,arrangek)ans or contact credi- 
tors, but can help peq)le do so them- 
selves." 

Since the program was introduce 
' in June, ipxoximately 200 individu- 



als and families have cited increased 
money managonent skills. 

They have teamed how to estab- 
lidia budget and qwndingplan. use 
credit wisely, set gods for a car, 
homeorcoUe§ee(hications, and real- 
istically plan foraquality retirement. 
Hoe is a glimpse of two of the 
program's success stmies: 

Vickie's husband suAloily passed 

away, leaving her and her two teoi- 
agc sons with a modest estate. She 
was very insecure about her d)ility to 
manage the family finuices because 
her husband had always taken care of 
paying the bills and pianning for the 
fiibue, which inctuckid cdlege edu- 
' catkms fw tte'sons. 

Through the MFC program, Vickie 
learned the basics for managing the 
family monies. And with the encour- 
agementof hercounselor. she achieve 
a self confidence that enabled her to 
follow through widi her husband's 
financial plans to maintain her sup- 
" portandpayfortheeducationsofha 
sons. 

Joe is single and subsisting on a 
limited disalHlity income. Eadi mondi 
he found himself sh(Ht on cash and 
un^le to Stan up a savings account 
With the assistance of a counselor, 
Joe learned how to keep recoixls of 
what he was doing with his money. 

This included lodcing at incidental 
expenses and their importance to Joe. 
Just by cutting back on recreation 
expenses and shifting to generic label 
products. Joe found he could save at 
least $30 per month and set up a 
savings account 

Extension Agent Trant said, "We 
have a wonderful group of trained 
volunteer counselins with extensive 
experience in p^-sonal financial man- 
agement. Our volunteer program 
manager. Skip Schweizer, is very tal- 
ented and has many years of knowl- 
edge and experience in the counsel- 
ing process to match counselors with 
clients."
